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City Council Critical Analysis 
Of Metroland Proposal Negative

The Greenbelt City Council 
and an overflow crowd listened 
intently at a special council meet- 
ing on July 1 as Celia Craze, the 
city’s director of planning and 
community development, 
presented a systematic 
analysis of two proposals 
dealing with the Greenbelt 
Station development. 
Called for the purpose of 
allowing council to take a 
position on this issue prior 
to a July 12 Prince 
George’s Planning Board 
hearing, the meeting drew 
a large contingent of citi- 
zens, consultants for developer 
Metroland LLC, and some resi- 
dents of nearby communities. 

Virtually every seat in the 
council chamber was filled, and 
an overflow group perched along 
the boxed-in radiators below the 
windows on one side of the 
room. The two proposals under 
consideration were the Concep- 


tual Site Plan for the A. H. Smith 
tract and Metro property just east 
of the CSX railroad tracks and 
the Preliminary Plan of Subdivi- 
sion for the same two properties.

Craze Report 

Using a map of the conceptual 
site plan, which was spread out 
on an easel, Craze began by 
drawing a circle centered on the 
Metro station. The circle repre- 
sented a one-quarter-mile distance 
from that center she described as 
“the critical distance” that patrons 
of public transit are willing to 


walk. The developers describe 
their plan as “transit-oriented,” 
she pointed out; yet the area 
within that circle on the concep- 
tual site plan shows “a dense 
commercial node”—not the 
residential and office build- 
ings, open spaces, plazas 
and pedestrian orientation 
that would generate transit 
use. 

In the written staff re- 
port for council use, the 
Conceptual Site Plan is de- 
scribed as “an opportunistic 
development proposal, 
largely tied to a mega-re- 
gional retail mall.” It “ignores the 
wants and concerns of the neigh- 
boring communities, the opportu- 
nities the transit station can pro- 
vide, and the chance to create a 
new and exciting built environ- 
ment,” the report says. 

Far from being the kind of

NASA Impact on Business 
Proves to Be a Non-Issue

A concern of local business 
leaders brought to the city of 
Greenbelt in a recent stakeholders 
work session with the city coun- 
cil appears to be a non-issue. 
That’s the assessment of the 
city’s Director of Planning and 
Community Development, Celia 
Craze. In a May 31 memo to 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, she dealt with the 
worries in particular of real estate 
professionals troubled by reports 
that NASA plans to create an of- 
fice space zone within the 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
campus for use by subcontractors. 
The realtors believe this change 
would adversely impact the office 
market within the larger area, 
since much nearby office space is 
currently leased to Goddard asso- 
ciates. , 

Currently official personnel 
and contractors together total 
some 7700 employees housed 
within the campus—a number 
that has remained static through- 
out the last decade and is not ex- 
pected to grow within the next 20 
years. About 3300 other jobs 
during this time have been, and 
are expected to continue to be, 
located off-campus. Thus em- 
ployment figures are not expected 
to change and “the designation of 
certain buildings for use by con- 
_ tractors,” Craze’s report states, 
“will not create a drain on our 
office market.” 

Master Plan 

On its part, as Goddard plan- 
ners prepare the current long- 
range master plan for the facility, 
the agency hopes to create a bet- 
ter-designed campus, bringing to- 


gether within adjacent physical 
spaces teams of employees with 
related interests. The idea is that 
such proximity will encourage 
greater creativity; it is one major 
impetus for the agency’s proposal 
to close public access to Soil 
Conservation Road, which cur- 
rently bisects the campus, making 
it possible to relocate departments 
as older buildings are modern- 
ized. 

Among the contemplated de- 
sign changes would be creation 
of a “partners” zone, which 
would be sited off the secure 
campus, 

In a follow-up letter received 
by the city on June 26 and ad- 
dressed to Mayor Judith Davis, 
the Director of the Goddard 
Space Flight Center, A. V. Diaz, 
laid out NASA policy regarding 
the housing of contractors. Often 
work requirements “determine the 
place of performance,” Diaz 
wrote. For example, “testing and 
integrating spacecraft and instru- 
ments or operating our unique fa- 
cilities” would require an on-site 
location, his letter says. 

Diaz thanked the city for mak- 
ing the agency “aware of the im- 
pact of fluctuations in the Federal 


' Government’s programs and bud- 


gets on surrounding commercial 
office space” and promised that 
this factor would be considered in 
“analyzing onsite space utiliza- 
tion” for future contracts. 
Possible Annexations? 

The designation of a so-called 
partners zone, as a separate area 
within the campus but outside the 
secure perimeter, had concerned 
city councilmembers. 


As pub- 


licly-owned buildings housing pri- 
vate contractors, they were 
viewed as competing with the of- 
fice market. But Diaz suggested 
at the briefing which Craze at- 
tended, along with Davis and 
councilmember Thomas White, 
that the partners zone area (prob- 
ably to be located at the west end 
of the campus) might even be 
surplused and thus returned to the 
public tax rolls. 

Further to the west, and be- 


yond the security fence as far as" 


the PEPCO right-of-way, is a 
buffer area that Diaz suggested 
might possibly also be surplused 
for annexation by the city, with 
the understanding that it would 
always be kept as open space. 
Another buffer area along 
Greenbelt Road, later discussion 
brought out, might also be treated 
in this way. 








After listening to almost six 
hours of testimony on the pro- 
posed Conceptual Site Plan for 
Metroland’s Greenbelt Station 
on July 12, the Prince George’s 
Planning Board of the Mary- 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) continued consider- 
ation of the plan to Thursday, 
July 26. At that time the board 
will also consider the proposed 
Preliminary Plan of Subdivision 
for Greenbelt Station located 
west of Beltway Plaza and be- 
tween Branchville Road and the 
‘Beltway. The public meeting 
will be held at the County Ad- 
ministration Building in Upper 
Marlboro starting at 9 a.m. 
(No specific time is set for the 
Greenbelt Station agenda item.) 

Although the preliminary 
plan was also scheduled for the 
July 12 meeting, the board re- 
moved it from the agenda on 
the recommendation of its staff 
and the concurrence of the ap- 
plicant, Greenbelt MetroPark 
LLC. The board’s staff had 
noted in the preliminary plan’s 
text that “additional information 
regarding environmental im- 
pacts is necessary to reach a 
favorable recommendation.” 

The applicant had requested 
several variations to the Subdi- 
vision Regulations, which are 
part of the Prince George’s 

County code, so that the pre- 
liminary plan would be in con- 
formance with the Conceptual 
Site Plan. According to the 
staff, the variations would result 
in impacts to wetlands, to

wooded stream buffers and 
wooded wetland buffers — per- 
manent impacts that would have 
“significant detrimental effects.” 

Staff also noted that, “With- 
out the approval of these-varia- 
tions, the internal road network, 
storm water controls and water 
and sewer easements may pro- 
hibit the realization of the con- 
cept outlined in the CSP (Con- | 
ceptual Site Plan)...”. 

Norman Rivera, attorney for | 
the Greenbelt Station project, | 
told the News Review he be- 
lieved that some of the addi- 
tional information requested 
about the variances was prema- 
ture at this early stage of the 
development process. 

Since July 26 is the last pub- 
lic hearing date scheduled be- 
fore the planning board’s Au- 
gust recess, the board is ex- 
pected to approve or disapprove 
the applications for the pro- 
posed Greenbelt Station concept 
plan and the preliminary plan 
of subdivision. However, be- 
fore acting on the proposed 
concept plan, which is de- 
scribed as a “high-density, 
mixed-use development around | 
the existing Greenbelt Metro 
Station (North Core) and me- 
dium-density, mixed use devel- 
opment in the South Core area,” 
the board will hear the remain- 
ing testimony on the plan. The 
M-NCPPC Planning Staff rec- 
ommended that the Planning 
Board approve the conceptual 
site plan report with conditions.

To Meet or Not to Meet — 
Can Anyone Answer?

If in summertime the living is 
easy, for schedulers of public 
meetings the work becomes next 
to impossible. Mayor Judith 
Davis had only just returned from 
a trip to Europe, Metroland attor- 
ney Norman Rivera was back in 
town only the night before, and 
other Greenbelt city 
councilmembers were about to 
take off for summer respites. 
Thus the only date on which all 
these essential persons could meet 
in the same room to discuss the 
Conceptual Site Plan and Prelimi- 
nary Plan of Subdivision for the 
proposed Greenbelt Station was 
the very time that a special city 
council meeting had been sched- 
uled — on Monday evening, July 
as 

Unfortunately Rivera, who said 
he understood that this would be 
a council worksession, and who 
had brought with him several 
consultants to deal with questions 
raised about the developers’ pro- 
posals, was dismayed to learn 
that this was instead council’s fi- 


nal meeting to support or oppose 
the two plans. Council was us- 
ing this special meeting to vote 
on the recommendations they 
would send to the Prince 
George’s Planning Board before 
its July 12 meeting dealing with 
the Conceptual Site Plan and Pre- 
liminary Plan of Subdivision for 
Greenbelt Station. 

Davis apologized to Rivera 
about the misunderstanding, but 
she stressed that council must 
proceed with its own agenda. In 
the meantime the College Park 
city council would take their own 
vote on the proposals on July 11 
after a July 9 worksession with 
the developers — all these ac- 
tions to be completed by the July 
12 deadline. 

Late on July 9, however, with 
Greenbelt’s response to the 
Metroland proposal already in the 
mail to Elizabeth Hewlett, chair 
of the county’s Planning Board, 
the city was informed that

To the two people who have 
tried to attach a label on us sim- 
ply because we enjoy working 
on our yard, I will dedicate a 
new plastic ornament just for 
you. I hope you find it offen- 
sive enough - at least in your 
taste - to turn your head to the 
other side of the path and gaze 
at the natural beauty of the al- 
gae-filled, scum-covered pond 
that we have to look at every 
day for four or five months a 
year. Maybe then you will come 
up with informed, intelligent and 
responsible ideas to help solve 
these problems rather than trying 
to blame a few individuals. 

In the meantime, the pink fla- 
mingo is for you.

dence than they could do in any

relay. 

Relative to cancer risk, re- 
search has long supported the im- 
portance of healthful living in at 
least six life areas: 
avoidance, exercise, stress man- 
agement, lifestyle and. spirituality. 
It isn’t, “the more I exercise the 
better”, or, “the more I meditate 
the better,’ but, “the more I bring 
into balance all the deficient areas 
of my life, the better.” If one 
merely waits for the results, each 
year, of various cancer exams, s/ 
he is truly risking life. 

Persons attending the Relay for 
Life on July 21 should make a 
special point of looking for dis- 
plays about cancer prevention and 
should specifically request that 
the American Cancer Society 
(ACS) mail to them a list of all 
available cancer prevention ar- 
ticles and books (there should be 
thousands). They should also ask 
for cancer prevention pamphlets 
published by the ACS. I am em- 
phasizing this because after re- 
peated phone calls and letters I 
was unsuccessful in getting more 
than a trivial amount of such in- 
formation from them last year ~ 
and this should change.

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Children Meet Seeing Eye Dog and His Mistress 


The children in Anza 
Manning’s kindergarten class at 
Greenbelt Elementary School had 
learned about the visually im- 
paired (blind) and eagerly awaited 
their visitor, Lynda Jones from 
Tallahassee, Fla. A friend of 
Manning’s, Jones was in the area 
for a conference and had agreed 
to visit their classroom. 

A native of Oklahoma, she is a 
professor at the University of 
Florida and trains both sighted 
and blind people to work with vi- 
sually impaired people. She also 
teaches blind people how to func- 
tion as a blind person. To do this 
she travels to conferences and 
speaks to people all over the 
country. Jones has been blind for 
about 15 years. Before that she 
was trained as a concert pianist 
and vocalist. She still sings. 

Manning had read the children 
“A Day in the Life of a Seeing 
Eye Dog Trainer” by Kevin 
Osborn. Osborn works in a facil- 
ity in New Jersey where it turned 
out Jones had gone for her train- 
ing. 

Learning from Lynda 

Jones and her dog sat down in 
front of a very interested and cu- 
rious class. She explained that 
she had lost her sight gradually, 
that she was a victim of a very 
rare disease, retinitis pigmentosa, 
sometimes called night blindness. 
Because this disease usually af- 
fects men, she was the first 
woman with this disease to be 
studied. 

As she was going blind Jones 
said her peripheral (side) vision 
went first. Then things began to 
get closer.and closer in. She 
talked to the children about what 
it was like being blind. It is like 
looking through a very thick 
snowstorm, she explained. 

Natcho 

In 1997 Jones received her 
seeing eye dog, Natcho. She 
spent a month of very intensive 
training at the facility the children 
had read about, rising early in the 
morning and working until late at 
night. That was the time to deter- 
mine whether dog and mistress 
were compatible, whether they 
could work together as a team. 
Not only did she have to learn 
how to work with Natcho, she 
had to learn how to groom him 
and how to put on his harness. 
All of this helped them to bond 
together. 

Although Jones learned to 
command Natcho, the dog had 
also been trained at the facility to 
use intelligent disobedience in or- 
der to protect her. For example,

City Requirements 
Since the so-called north core, 
the current Washington Metro- 
politan Area Transit Authority 


(WMATA) property next to the — 


Beltway, lies mostly within the 
boundaries of the City of 
Greenbelt, development there 
must conform to city ordinances 
and design specifications. For 
example, set-asides for parkland 
and recreational uses and road 
construction guidelines, including 
bike lanes and side walks, must 
be followed, Craze noted. 

Another. issue is the adequacy 
of police support. The major 
segment of the north core would 
be served by the Greenbelt Police 
Department, not the County Po- 
lice District 1 service area, as as- 
sumed in the county’s staff refer- 
ral. Thus a mitigation plan to 
augment the Greenbelt Police 
should be included in the find- 
ings for the preliminary plan, 
Craze said. 

Public Plazas 

Crdze noted that public com- 
mon areas are missing from all 
the design proposals, which she 
described as basically “bubble 
diagrams.” In response, Mayor 
Judith Davis, who had just re- 
turned from a trip to Europe, 
commented about how impressed 
she had been with the wide vari- 
ety of activities taking place in 
the green squares: of European 
cities. All kinds of people are 
attracted to these open areas, 
Davis said. They are used by 
everyone—children at play, adult 
strollers, and people enjoying 
games. All the surrounding 
shops are busy. 

Although said to demonstrate 
“mixed-use,” Craze pointed out, 
the plans show different uses set 
beside one another—an area for 
office buildings, an area for resi- 
dences, and a retail mall—not a 
true mixed-use concept, in which 
residential apartments might be 
above local shops along a street 
frontage? 

Environmental Issues 

When the topic of environ- 
mental issues raised by the two 
plans was introduced, Craze 
turned the podium over to Terri 
Hruby, the director of community 
development. Hruby noted that at 
the southern tip of the WMATA 
property (the north core) there 
are about 3.5 acres of wetlands, 
“which the developers hope to 
mitigate for other uses. Such a 
request would have to go to the 


Army Corps of Engineers, whose - 


approval she thought unlikely, 
since this amounted to 10% of 
what the Corps had approved for 
the entire state of Maryland in a 
one-year period. 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts noted that the state does not 


approve removal of trees to cre- 
ate a mitigation site. What is 
marked on the plan as such a site 
contains mature trees, he said; 
it’s not just a wash pond. (This 
is an area that was used for years 
in the Smith sand and gravel op- 
eration.) 

- Several councilmembers then 
brought up the topic of air pollu- 
tion, having been prompted by 
phone calls, they said, from local 
citizen Paul Downs following re- 
cent code red and code orange 
days for the area.

With respect to the prelimi- 
nary plan of subdivision, there 
could be a further continuance 
to early September if the 
applicant’s response to staff con- 
cerning the variations is consid- 
ered inadequate. A recommen- 
dation of denial by staff at the 
upcoming board meeting is also 
a possibility. . 

The Greenbelt City Council’s 
unanimous vote on July 2 oppos- 
ing approval of the concept site 
plan and preliminary plan of 
subdivision for Greenbelt Station, 
accompanied by 28 findings, was 
presented at the July 12 planning 


board meeting (see separate © 


story). Representing the city 
were Mayor Judith Davis, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts, 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi, 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Director Celia Craze, the 
city’s consultants on transporta- 


tion, environment and economies, 


as well as city planner Terri

Norman Rivera, attorney for 
Metroland LLC, had requested a 
continuance for the Preliminary 
Plan of Subdivision for Greenbelt 
Station. This request followed a 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning recommendation. 
The developer was thus asking 
the Planning Board if it might 
postpone its presentation until ei- 
ther of the board’s next two 
scheduled meetings—July 19 or 
July 26. 

As of this writing, the Con- 
ceptual Site Plan for Greenbelt 
Station is still on the Board’s July 
12 agenda. At that meeting they 
will decide whether to honor the 


request for a continuance. 

By the end of the July 2 
meeting, Rivera knew that 
Greenbelt’s response to the Con-
